Nearly 600,000 acres have been ap- 
plied.for and the applications sent 
on to Washington, where in the 
pigsen holes in the Land Office 
Department they remain covered 
with dust. Twenty-five cents per 
acre has been paid on the lands ap- 
plied for, but the remaining one 
dollar per acre due draws no inter- 
est. Because these lands are not 
approved, the school fund is de- 
prived of an annual income of 


about $35,000, which it should re- | 


ceive as interest money on the de- 
ferred land payments. - The atten- 
tion of Commissioner: Sparks has 
been called to this matter, and 
fully explained. The required non- 
mineral affidavits have been for- 
warded as fast as the State Land 
Department at Carson could make 
them out. Notwitbstaniing, the 
Department at Washington has 
ahead years of work; piles of ap- 
plications several feet bigh from 
California, Oregon, Washington 
Territory, Louisiana, and other 
States, Sparks has become espe- 
olally interested in the ap- 
proval of Nevada selections. 
The whole force of the em- 
ployes of that Department is now 
at work examining and passing 
upon the land applications from 
thie Stats.
